New Youk, July 31.— Secretary of the 
Treasury Lyman J. Gage, after a brief 
visit to New England, spent to-day here 
and left at noon for Washington. He 

believes that a currency commisBion, 
such as was asked for by the President 
before the adjournment of congress, will 
undoubtedly be appointed. Asked if 
the recent discoveries of gold in Canada 
and Alaska would have any effect ontl e 
currency situation, be said: 

" It will necessarily liavo some effect. 
The largo importation of i;old into this 
country and the addition to tlie world's 
supply of that metal, will laitD prices to 
some extent. The more money wo have, 
or the ' cheaper ' money becoiiiea, to use 
a Western expression, "the liiglier prices 
will go. 

" This will affect silver also, and silver 
ought to advance eomewhat in price. I 
am surprised to see that it is still falling. 
I do not think the advances in prices 
will be very marked, but I think it 
inevitable that the vast amount of gold 
being mined in Canada, and that which 
will soon be mined in Alaska, will cause 
a general atlvauce in prices. 

" You may explain this by saying that 
gold ia i;heapor, l)nt we will have toB))end 
proportionately more of it than wo do 
now. 

" I do not think," he said in reply to a 
question, •' that tluM'e will be any trou- 
ble with C'anada about tho gold fields. 
Knclaiul has always been civil about 
such mutters. She baa thrown open to 
the world her gold mines in Auatralia, 
Guinea and Africa. I do not think she 
will make an exception in the case of 
Canada. 

"The treasury department has been 
sharply criticized for establishing Dyea 
as a ])ort of entry. It is true, if we had 
forced the Canadians from Victoria to 
land at Juue.au, tho American ships 
would have got from ifo to $15 apiece out 
of them for trausportiition to Dyea, hut 
we thouglit we could not afford to con- 
sider this little i)arBiuiouy in tho face of 
the privileges Canada o.xtends to our 
countrymen in allowing them uninter- 
rupted jMiBsage over 750 miles of her ter- 
ritory and in protecting them while they 
are taking gold out of her own soil." 

Referring to the new tariff, Mr. Gage 
said: "It is too soon to say how the 
new law is working. Importers dis- 
counted its effects to some extent by 
bringing in large shipments of goods 
before the Wilson law expired. This 
will cut down the revenue we would 
have got under tlie new tarifF. The 
govorniiieiit is a loser to the extent of 
the difference in rates between tho two 
laws. 

" On the imports now comini: in, how- 
ever, wo are getting decidedly nioroduty 
than wii woulil luivu got under the Wil- 
son law. We can stand tho tcmiwrary 
loHH, as matters will soon adjust iheni- 
solve.B and the revenue will be largely 
increased. I eeo that already a tost is 
being made of ttie treasury department's 
ruling that the tariir went into effect at 
12 iiiiiliiight, .July 23-2-1. This question 
is now in the hands of tlio attorney-gen- 
eral, and a decision will be reached in 
about ton days . 

" Tho (lueetioii raised ie, did the new 
tariir go into ellect Saturday morning, 
.Suiuiay morning, or iSaturday at 4.10 
l).ni.V Tho principle that guided ua was 
that tho law knows no Iractiou of a day 
and as tho tarill' wont into ellect Satur- 
day, it must have done so at tho fust 
hour of morning. Al worst, tho (]UOHtion 
can be decided shortly by an appeal to 
the Supreme court."

Lo.vDoN, July 31.— The British foreign . 
oflice notified Ambassador Hay yester- 
day mornitig that Great Britain had ac- 
cepted tho proposition of the Tlnited 
States for an international conference on 
the question of pelagic sealing in Behring 
sea, to be held in Washington City 
during the coming autumn. 

Much aatiafaction is expressed in 
official and mercantile circles at the 
proapective settlement of the seal ques- 
tion by the aid of this Washington con- ; 
ference, especially aa such an arrange- 
ment -,; ill remove a cause for hot discus- 
sion between the United States and 
Great Britain. Althoiich at the outset 
ol I\lr. roster's journey the diploraatista ' 
and newspapers here ridiculed the idea 
that there was anything necessary to be ' 
done, Ambassador Hay and Mr, Foster 
have completely changed this view, aad" 
Great Britain ia finally doing everything 
possible to meet the views of the United- 
States. ' 

Doubtless this is |)artly owing to the 
support Mr. Foster's idea received from' 
BuBsia and Canada. Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
and Hon. Mr. Daviea have all along fav- 
ored a conciliatory attitude towards the 
pioposnis of the United States. The 
conference will meet during the tliird or 
fourth week in October, tho exact date 
being left to be determined by the arri- 
val of the British experta from the seal- 
grounds. 

Great Dritain will be represented by 
Sir Julian Pauueefote, the ambassador, 
and President D'arcy Thompson. The 
United States will probablv be repre- 
Bouted at Washington and Russia by a 
commieaion headed by Dr. Martea, 
professor of international law at the 
university of St. Petersburg, who was 
delegated' by Russia to hold tho pour- 
parler with Mr, Foster. . .. 

Canada will be represented by Sir 
Wilfred Laurier. and Hon. Mr. Davies. 
The conference will ' discuss the whole 
question as raised by the United States, 
and will draft a scheme of protection for 
tho seals with details for carrying out 
the same and will decide all open claiine. 
It is reported there will be a referen- 
dum, but as Russia and Japan .an en- 
tirely favorable to the pretensions of the 
United States, and, as Cire.it Britain ia 
indiO'erent, so long as Canada is satisfied 
the conference may be said to be a diplo- 
matic triumph for the United Statesand 
a personal triumph for Mr. Foster. Un- 
less it results in a divided report, which 
is not expected, the govemmenta con- 
corned will immediately embody the 
sclieme in a permanent agreement either 
in the form of an agreement or a memo- 
randum that itcan oe so executed in the 
season of 1808. 

This new and altogether unlooked for 
compliance of Great Britain with the 
echomes of their mortal enemies comes 
as a crushing Eurprise to the Victoria 
sealers, who, until spoken to last even- 
ing upon the subject of the dispatch 
printed above, were confident that Great 
Britain would insist upon their few re- 
maining rights being respected— at least 
until the expiration of the time impoaed 
liy the Paris award. The conference 
asked for by Mr. Foster ia now— as it 
was weeks ago— regarded by British Co- 
lumbia aealers as an impertinent de- 
mand which, in ordinary right, should 
not have been for a moment entertained. 
All who were spoken to last evening are 
a unit in expressing the opinion that the 
persistent antagonism of tho Unitcii 
States, together with tho admitted indil- 
ference of Great Britain, can have but 
one natural reanli— the (loath of theBrit- 
ish Columbia sealing iinlustrv.

^liY EXCELLENT UOGESTION. 

It hna been sui^gestcd to the Coi,ontst 
that the Douiinion government should 
1)0 asked to direct Inspector Conaidine, 
of the Mounted Police, to purchase gold 
from the miners and pay for it by drafts 
on Victoria, in sach amoanta a6 the 
miners might ask, tiio gold to be for- 
warded out of the Yukon by the expreaa 
lines to bo maintained by tlm Mounted 
Police on the river diirinc the winter. 
There are several reasons why this BUg- 
gestion is a good one. 

In the first place, the care of their gold 
is a matter of very considerable anxiety 
to miners. An old Cariboo miner told 
the Colonist yesterday tliat one of liia 
greatest difficulties was to lind safe hid- 
ing places for his duat. He kept changing 
it from place to place, and his experi- 
ence in this respect was that of everyone 
else. 

A second reason is that the Monnted 

Police would be able to get the gold out 
of the country without any danger of 
loss, and everyone knows that when 
each man carries out his " sack " there 
is always more or leas risk of loss. 

In the nest place miners could send 
out their drafts and place them to their 
credit at the banks, or, if they chose to 
do so, could make remittances to their 
families, 

A fourth reason is that as the drafta 
would be paj-able here, miners would 
come here to draw their money, and 
this would mean that our merchants 
would get their trade. 

There would be nothing compulsory 
about the arrangement. If a man pre- 
ferred to keep his gold he could do so, 
but if he wished to take the government 
of Canada as security for it, he could do 
that. The idea would be to pay for the 
gold what it is worth, less such frac- 
tional percentage as would cover the 
coat of sending it out to the banks here. 
We believe the miners, irrespective of 
nationality, would be eager to 
avail themaelves of so safe and con- 
veniant an arrangement, provided of 
course, the government is not ao absurd 
as to exact a royalty beyond all reason. 

We urge this matter upon the immedi- 
ate consideration of the Dominion gov- 
ernment. It would be almost impossible 
to suggest any other step that would be 
as advantageous, not only to the miners 
on the Yukon, but to the business peo- 
ple in the British Columbia cities, aa 
this. We have great hope that it will 
be taken. 



A FEW WORDS TO SEATTLE. 

The people of Victoria quite under- 
stand, and have no fault to find with, 
the people of Seattle for the eHbrts they 
are making to secure the trade of the 
Yukon. As a matter of fact, there is a 
good deal of admiration here for the 
manner in which the people of the 
Sound city reach out after trade. We 
all rejoice to hear that Seattle is pros- 
perous. But our neighbors do not get 
the right idea about things sometimes. 

For example: They talk of exacting 
duties on goods in transit across the 
little strip of land at the head of Lynn 
canal, which the United States claims, 
but to which it haa no rijiht. For the 
purposes of tliis article we will concede 
thit the United States lias a perfect 
title to the strip referred to, Thua the 
proposition of our neighbors becomes 
this : Because Canada will not permit 
United States goods to be taken into 
Canada for consumption there, the 
United States will not permit Oan- 
aJian goods to be carried across 
sixteen miles of United States territory 
in bond. We ask auy reasonable man 
if this proposition is not so absurd on 
the face of it aa to bo unworthy of a 
moment's serious consideraUon. 

Secondly : The people of Seattle be- 
lieve, and we think with good reason, 
that tliero are very rich gold fields in 
Alaska, that is, in territory which is un- 
doubtedly iho property of the United 
States. Now, to get into Alaska where 
the gold minea are or are likely to be 
discovered, ifc is necessary for all but 
three months in the year to cross more 
than five hundred miles of Canadian 
territory. Do not our neighbors think 
that it is worth whili. having the privi- 
lege of carrying their goods over this 
five hundred miles without paying duty 
on the Canadian frontier ? 

Thirdly: The United States cannot 
abut Canadians outof the Yukon, though 
'they build a ivall a thousand feet 
high all round Lynn cinai.' Oiir 
neighbors ought to get this idea 
well grounded in their minds, 
I'here is a perfectly feasible route 



and Teslin Lake. It is' longer 

than that via the AVhite Pass and there 
is considerably more land carriage, but 
there is not the shadow of a doubt of its 
complete feasibility. If our neighbors 
should be successful in getting their gov- 
ernment to collect duties on Canadian 
goods in transit .at the head of Lynn 
Canal, the Canadian government would 
simply declare that no foreign goods 
should enter the Yukon except by way 
of Teslin Lake, and thua divert all the 
travel and all the transportation to that 
route. 

We can tell the people of Seattle that 
this article is not " bluff," but is simply 
a statement of the cold facts. 



THE DISCOVERY OF THE 

YUKON MINES. 

The claim has been made in the Se- 
attle papers that American citizens are 
entitled to the credit of the discovery of 

gold in the Yukon waters. This is not 
true. 

In ISSO John IMcKenzie, a Canadian, 
with a party of Canadians, went down 
the Lewis river to Lake Lebarge. He 
was the first white man to run the White 
Horse rapids. He may be said to have 
discovered the route into the Yukon 
valley. 

The first discoverer of gold and min- 
eral on Stewart river was a man named 
Fraser from Nova Scotia, 

Franklin Gulch and Forty Mile Creek 
diggings were discovered by three Cana- 
dians named McCue, Stewart and Frank- 
lin. 

Davis Creek was discovered by a party 
consisting of one Canadian and four 
Americana. 

Miller and Clacier Creeks were discov- 
ered by a party consisting of Canadians 
and Americans. 

Birch Creek was discovered by a party 
consisting of three Canadians and two 
Americana. 

Klondyke was discovered by a Cana- 
dian named Henderson. 

The Yukon gold mines are Canadian 
by right of territorial ownership and by 
right of discovery. 



SCIENCE AND ITS 

UNTRIED WORK. 

It has been well said that science and 
religion come to the same ultimate con- 
clusion, which is expressed in the open- 
ing words of the first chapterof Genesis : 
" In the beginning." In this beginning 
there is room and scope for everything. 
All insoluble questions in cosmical in- 
vestigation can be relegated to it. But 
while we note this resemblance between 
science and religion, we find also certain 
distinctions between them well worth 
bearing in mind. Science has found its 
way back to the beginning, or to what 
looks like it, and peers into its mysteries 
venturing only the suggestion, "I think 
I perceive," to use the language of one 
of its greatest modern teachers. Re- 
ligion— for the same thing holds true of 
all religions in some degree— starts from 
the beginning, and, upon what it thinks 
it perceives by faith, builds up its super- 
structure. The religion of Christendom 
boldly aflirms, " In the beginning, 
God," This is the foundation of the 
whole matter. The remainder of the 
Old Testament might forever perish, so 
long as these four opening words were 
left. 

The Old Testament is in th6 main 

the history of a people who believed in 
a Deity, immanent in the afTairs of man- 
kind. There were occasions when the 
Jewiali people fell away from this doc- 
trine and became materialistic and even 
idolatrous, but as a general proposition 
it may be said that this nationality, 
from its earliest appearance on the stage 
of hiBto.>-y, held to the idea that God, 
who in the beginning created the 
Ilea vena and the earth, watched over the 
afr.iira of Ilia creation and that men and 
nations were directly accountable to 
Him for their conduct. This idea of 
personal supervision went so far ag to 
induce the belief that the Jewish race 
was especially chosen of God. and hence 
we find nearly every act in their history 
attributed to Divine interpoaition. 
The record is worth much study from 
tliia point of view, but in or- 
der that many things in it may 
not bo miaunderstood, it is well to re- 
member that it is saturated through and 
through in its historical portions with 
this national conception. 

Can science ever go as far as religion 
haa and say, " In the beginning, God "V 



Certainly not by using the microscope, 
the telescope, the balance or the chem- 
ist's test tube. "God is a spirit," and 
His presence must bo discerned spiritu- 
ally. We do not say this as a religious 
proposition, but as a scientific one. 
Science can make no progress along this 
line until it recognizes that the spiritual 
world is ae much an arena for investiga- 
tion aa the material world. There are 
certain spiritual ]ihenoinena. By this 
term table-rapping and the other fea- 
tures of what is commonly called spirit- 
ualism are not meant, but that class of 
plienomena with which we are all 
familiar, and whose manifestations are 
seen in a thousand diflerent waya in our 
every day life. It ia idle to tell a man 
that he is surrounded by notliing that is 
not capable of being weighed or nieaa- 
ured, that there arti not forces all't'cting 
him which are not simply diilerent 
phases of motion. Every intelligent 
man knows that at almost every step of 
his daily life he is affected by influences 
that are not of the same nature as those 



In this domain there ia room for almost 
unlimited research, and it is altogether 
likely that when human intelligence 
grapples with it, aa it haa grappled with 
the secrets of matter, many problems 
that liave troubled mankind for cen- 
turies will be solved. In this way science 
may reach as a conclusion ' the 
postulate with which religion begins, 
namely, "In the beginning, God," but 
until it haa been investigated along these 
lines it has no right to so much aa ex- 
press an opinion as to the value of the 
fundamental principle of religion. 

There are timid souls who fear that 
the day is coming when Science will nail 
down the coffin of religion and bury it 
away with the auporstitiona of mediic- 
vnl times, Tiiero are some who look 
hopefully for the time when the geolo- 
gist's hammer will knock God out of the 
Universe, but not before the astrono- 
mer's telescope has discovered that there 
is no place for Him. To such we say 
that in the one case they fear a 
shadow, and in the other case 
they are misled by a Jack o'Lan- 
teru. There are things which the 
Rontgeu ray finds; there are others that 
are "spiritually discerned." Which 
are the greater there can be little doubt. 
" The things that are seen are temporal ; 
the things that are not seen are eternal." 
The greater Universe is that which lies 
all around us, touching us on every side, 
and yet unseen. It is nut, of that Uni- 
verse that the proclamation came with 
which the Book of Genesis opens. It ia 
in that Universe that a new science, a 
rennaisBance, perhaps, of a very ancient 
science, whose utterances are preserved 
in the sacred books of all religions, will 
one day achieve its greatest triumphs.

American minerK want to bring Ameri- 
can goods into Canada to live on while 
they get Canadian gold to take back to 
the United States, and they object to 
paying the duty. To state their com 
plaint is to answer it. 

A HHCKKT American writer in one of 
the magazines, dealing with the scaling 
question, says that neither the United 
States government, Mr. Foster nor any- 
one else among those delegated by the 
President to investigate the subject, 
knows anything about it. He says that 
Canada laughs at them and turns them 
around her little linger when it comes to 
argument, because the Canadian ofli- 
ciala know what they are talking about. 
The fact of the matter is that while the 
Canadian officials really try to learn 
what the facts are, the American officials 
set themselves to proving the case of the 
Alaska Commercial Company. 

Tub Canadian-American, published in 
Chicago, thinks that if the Canadian 
government is not careful the Ameri- 
cans now in the Yukon will take the 
country into their own hands. Our con- 
temporary need not worry. The Ameri- 
cans would not take the country if they 
could, for they like Canadian laws too 
well. They could not if they would, for 
Canada knows how to keep what she 
owns.

Tbe Seattle people in their anxiety to 
" hog " tho Yukon trade-aeera to imagine 

that Canadians have no right to manage 
their own country. Spleen and ignor- 
ance go hand in hand in the excited 
statements that appear in the press of' 
that city. Yesterday tbe Seattle people 
had a meeting which, in effect was to 
protest against Canada carrying out tho 
ordinary business inetiiod in vogue in. 
other pacts of the Douainion and in the 
United States, of imposing duties on 
g:oda imported from foreign countries- 
into the Yukon distritft. Ttie result of 
the ineBtiiig was the ajipointment of a 
committee to endeavor to persuade tho 
United States government to do away 
with bonding privileges on Canadian 
goods going into the Yukon, and the 
notico oi the meetins in the Sound pa.:jers 
show that the Seattle people think tliat 
every Canadian joiner or others out- 
lilting in Victoria or Vancouver must 
pass through Uuide Sam's domaim be- 
fore thev can reauli tlie Klondyke. They 
imagine' in fact that by doing awB.y. witb 
the bonding privileges at Dyea» &kag- 
way or Circle City that Canada can be 
brought to any terms. 

It took qaite a tiao to convince 
Seattle that the Klondyke was in Can- 
ada and not in Alaska, and now there is 
another little geogriiihy lesson that 
these unwilling pupils should learn.

The Stickeen route is wholly within 
British territory, for though tho mouth 
of the river is in Alaska, British vessels 
have a perfect right to free navigation of 
the river. With a good waterway up 
the river, steamers can land goods at 
Glenora, ll'O miles inland, or at Tele- 
graph Creek, ten miles further, Tiien 
there runs from Telearaph Creek to 
Teslin lake a trail 160 miles long, which 
a parly under Mr. John C. Oalbreath 
went over tliia year and improved so 
that it is now paaeable for packing, and 
running as it does through a very flat 
country, with practically no diflicultiet, 
itcaiieaaily be made into a flrst-claes 
wagon road. 

Indeed, the provincial government, nn 
tlie strength of Mr. Ualbreath's report, 
dateil .luly 8, and which was published a 
few days ago, decided at once to send 
men to improve the route.

To Tni; Editok:— It is seldom that the 
rules of propriety warrant anyone who 
has been engaged as counsel in legal 
proceedings to take any notice of what 
appears in the press in relation thereto, 
but a statement appearing in a local 
weekly is, I think, sufficient provocation 
for what follows. The atatement ia mado 
in relation to the Buthven case that 
" couoael for the defence demonstrated 
to the satisfaction of the magistrate by 
compariaon with standard literary works 
that the book was not obscene, and the 
charge was finally dismissed." . 

This contains an unwarranted aa- 
fumption that the magistrate decided 
that the book in question was not ob- 
scene (no grounds for the decision having 
been given), but in all probability tho 
grounds were that it was not sufliciently 
obscene to make it proper that the coun- 
try should be put to the e.tpenso of an 
extra trial for publicly selling obscene 
hooka as the accused was already com- 
mitted for trial for criminal libel in re- 
spect of the same books. To say that 
the magistrate was convinced that the 
book was not obscene would be 
an insult to that gentleman's 
intelligence, as no decent minded 
man who wished to prevent his 
children from joining the Roman Catho- 
lic church would ever think of placing 
Fuch garbage in their hands to effect this 
object. In my opinion the limits of de- 
cent advocacy were trodden on by tho 
'youth' (sic curia) who profaned some of 
tlie highest productions of the human 
genius by solemnly comparing them, 
one after another, with the drojipings of 
a buzzard, antl 1 very much misinter- 
preted tho mind of the court at tho time 
if this farce not only did not 'deinon- 
strate' what tho weekly eays it did, but 
elicited the ill-concealed disgust of the 
bench at playhouse cajiera which it 
would not oe safe to execute before a 
common jury. One thing, however, it did 
demonstrate to me, and that was tho 
learned counsel's comparatively limited 
ac(|uaintance with tho great authors 
such for instance aa Dante and Cioetlie 
aa paeeagea occur in these writera of 
more obscene cliaracter than any to be 
found in those profaned ; in fact, prol) 
ably the most notoriously obscene je.st in 
all standard llterntuio is put into tl 
mouth of iVIepliistophelea In the Faust 
That the great German poet escaped the 
general besmirch ie evideiitly dae to the 
fact that bia atar shines not in the liter 
ary firmament of this " wonderful ' Eye 
Opener.'" There are other passagea in 
the said weekly which would deserve 
and invito comment wore it not for tho 
fact that the owner of tho so-called 
'masterly style' ia commonly reputed 
to be the legal bcaoin of the editorial 
sanctum and for the further fact of the 
paucity of its circulation.

The Friiuate'ji Allocution to the As- 
aeiublpd Clergy— A Message From 
the Presbyterians. 

The precedent of of 1888 was followed 
wlieu the first public function in con- 
nection with the Lambeth Conference 
tooli place in WestrainEler Abbey. Tbe 
" public," however, was apparently lim- 
ited to holders of tickets. Certainly tbe 
privilege of being present ftt the largest 
gathering of prelates in commu- 
nion with tlio See of Canterbury 
fielt^ siin^Q tliQ Bisteenth cen- 
tury might well be eagerly sought. 
The Abbey — Kdward's Abbey — and tbe 
bishops, most of tliem o£ sees founded in 
our time, bore witness, on the one hand 
to the deep roots of the church in the 
past, and, on the otlier, to the vigor of 
her spreading branches. The association 
of such a building witli such world-wide 
iatereats compensated for the practical 
difficulties of the Abbey in the way of a 
service of tfa9 Icincl. 

The middle o! the nave was kept for 
the procession. Behind a b.irrier were 
seats, and behind the seats a clear space. 
The people in the nave, though they had 
excellent view of tbe proceesion, prob- 
ably heard very little of the service. The 
rest ot the congregation, back in I lie 
transepts, heard everything, but saw 
little of the main body of tlio bishops. 
As far as could be told, the number pre- 
sent in the church was limited to com- 
fortable proportions. 

Soon after o'clock Dean's Yard and 
the precincts of the Abbey became quite 
an animated Eceno as the bishops and 
their chaplains arrived, converging in 
the Church House, which was appointed 
as their robing place. It may be jier- 
mitted to wonder whether bishops are 
very ditQcult to marshall. At any rate, 
Lt was ft good many minutes after 7 
o'clock, the time announced, when their 
procession I marching from the Cluircb 
Ifouse, arrived at the Abbe}'. "The 
Church's one Foundation," sung as tbe 
procesBionai liynin, was long enough to 
tjet only a small part of the procession 
placed, and the organ was played by Sir 
John Bridge durint^ the rest ot tlio en 
trance. The abbay procession, tlio 
c.lioriaters bright in their recently intro 
duced red cassocks, came tiret, and with 
very slight break nearly two hundred 
bishops, the sacrist of the abbey leadiue 
tbem, followed iu the order of their 
consecration. Each bishop was accom- 
panied by bis chaplain. Their lordships 
took their places iu the stalls and in the 
front row of seats on either aide under 
the lantern ; tbe chaplains filled the re- 
maining lantern seats. The bishops ot 
London and Winchester (the bishop ot 
Durham was kept away by hia illness), 
followed by the bishops metrojiolitan of 
the Church abmad, and by the arch- 
bishops ot Kiijiertsland, Ontario, Dublin 
and .'\rraagli. Finally came the arch- 
bishops o£ York and Canterbury, each 
with cross borne before him. As usual, 
two boys carried the Archbishop of 
Canterbury's train. Behind the aitar, 
two lights were burning aa well as the 
standard lights at tlie side. 

Evensoiig was chanted by (Ik; Kov. 
Dr. Troutbeck, the precenlok The pro- 
pet pBalme were sxiv and Ixviii, and 
the lessons were leuiali U', read by tiie 
Sub-Dean, and ICphcBiana iv, read by 
the Deau. I'lirhaps the most iuipres- 
sive moment ot tliu service was when 
these bisliopg from every part of the 
world, and this whole congregation, 
joined with one voice in tbe .-Vpostles' 
Creed. The choir, with its low lights, 
suggesting in the darkening evening a 
wonderful mystery of shade above, sud- 
denly was brightened by a wave of scar- 
let as the bisbopa turned to face the 
East. And the efTect produced was far 
more than an appeal to the aesthetic 
sense; it was fitted to rouse stirring 
memories and to touch the deoi)esi 
emotions. 

The anthem was " Lift Up Tb'ne 
ICyes," by Closp, and Veni Creator was 
Sling before the Eermoii, whicli was 
preached by the Arclibisho)) of York. 
His clear voice was proliably as well 
heard ae any voiri; wnuld be, and his

The hyi."^", ," Glatleome Light!" 
preceded the J 'e88J"f. wlii«l> ,wa3 given 
by tlie Archbiahc'o of Canterbury, cross 
in hand, from the midst of the altar. 
The final hymn was O, Sing to the 
Lord," as the procession retired. The 
metropolitans and archbiehops left the 
sacrariura before tliay could take their 
I>laces at the end of the long line, They 
were delayed for several min'^'^.e8 muler 
tbo lantern, and lhoBe_ people in the 
transepts who were anxious to see them 
luul an excellent opportunity of doing so. 
Nino o'clock was considerably past be- 
fore the procession disappeared and tbe 
congregation could leave tbe chureli. 

Following is the allocntion of tbiearch- 
bisbop, . delivered at .the Canterbury 
catliedral a^Uhp .opening of the confer- 
ence: " ■■ 

" i\ry brothers in the Lord, partakers 
of that oflice which is appointed for the 
governance ot the Church on earth un- 
der the guidance of God's providence 
and Ills ILoly .Spirit, it falls to_ me with 
your full coii'eent on this occasion to bid 
you hearty welcome to our present 
gathering from all parts of the world. 
And I pray you to believe that, in in- 
viting all of you to come, tboae who 
have had any part in making this Invi- 
tation liave all been animated with one 
desire— to promote the unity of th ^ 
Cliurch and the fulfilment of the wo 
wliicli God has given to the Churcli 
do. This is the fourth gathering ot .^j^jg 
kind, and when lirst the bishop-^ ^^^.^ 
invited to come to such a confer ^^^^ j(. 
was felt to be an experinie- ^bich 
might bo useful or might not, there 
were many who had great .oubts about 
it, many who held aloof oecause they 
feared what the ultimat' j development 
might be. And then a ^ ^^^^^ yf&nt on 
the same causea wbi produced the 
first conference opera ^^don men's minds 
to induce tliem to s^ f„r a second. For 
this conference le ^lly grew, not out of 
any feeling impo jyj '\yy authority upon 
those who were to come to it, but en- 
tirely out of the impulse wliich was 
movinu the. hearts of many, very many, 
of our ijrrjthren in distant parts. It came 
nut frora liny chief, but from the body 
itself, and the same needs which were 
telt at the first still continue to be felt, 
and felt even more strongly than before, 
and the second conference which fol- 
lowed more than realized the original 
expectations of those wbo desired that 
such conferences should be Buuimoncd 
And the third conference made it per 
fectly evident tiiat the Church at large 
did really desire such a gatliering, and 
that, indeed, there was one coii3i)icuouB 
blessiug which followed the assemlily 
and the deliberations ot that third con- 
ference. I liad not been present at any 
liefore, but I vas present then, and I 
could not help feeling then, and I an: 
sure that that which I felt was felt by 
many besides myself, that whatever else 
might bo said of the result and thecllect 
of it, thia, at any rate, was certain — that 
the Bishops were drawn together aa they 
had not been drawn together before, that 
it was unmistakable before the end of 
the Eeaaions of the conferenee that we 
were really workers in one body and with 
one chief purpose, and for the sake of 
serving the one Lord. We weratlrawn 
together by eyrai athy wliich it is not 
possible to describe in words, hut which 
was felt in every heart and can be read 
in everything that was publislied after- 
wards by tbe authority of those wlio as- 
sembled. We met together to take coun- 
sel, we met together to udvieo one an- 
other upon various importont questions 
which allect our administration of the 
Church, we met together not to impose a 
yoke noon any, but to give voice to that 
which Ts the predominant feeling, the 
predominant desire, the predominant 
conviction c.f those who have to govern 
the Church upon the various points that 
wo then discusecd. And thoujjli ttierS 
he diirercnctS of opinion, and eometimes 
very marked dilferences, yet through 
them all there still ia perceptible the 
unity whicli binds us together, and the 
last conference which was heUl made it 
visible to every one who attended it and 
to many who did not attend. And now 
still more are gathered, and I am confi- 
dent that thia, at any rate, we are sure 
to do, that we ahall enter more into one 
another's beliefs, convictioua, endeavors, 
purposes — thrt we shall feel more and 
more at one in the Lord, that we shall 
find our desire to please Hiui, to serve 
Him, stronger and stronger tliaii it was 
before, and that wo shall go back to our 
work with liearts encouraged and stimu- 
lated by the sight of one another's faces, 
by the sound of one another's voices. 
And in all this it is i)lain that we 
are working in harmony with the gen- 
eral working of God's providence. 
It has pleased Him in tliefie 
list days to make human intercourse 
far closer, far easier that ever it was. 
We know more of the earth on which we 
live, we kuow more of ehose who dwell 
upon that earth. The diaperaion origin- 
ating and accompanying the variety of 
languages which are ep iken everywhere 
is, as it were, remedied by thia periietnal 
intercoiirHe, and the translation of the 
Word of Cod into no many dili't'reiit lan- 
guages of the earth is the synibol ot that 
which is uniting us in the worslii]) ot 
llini. Anil so, the facilities with wliich 
we reach one another in these limes, the 
facilities with wliicli we learn everytliiiit; 
that happens to all of ue, enabling every 
country to enter into the life ot every 
other c luntry — all these are wiriing 
under the guidance of God to that same 
end. When wo look at the Frovidenco 
which rules the earth, can we doubt tor 
a moment that God is drawing men to- 
gether, in making men conacioue of the 
unity of the human race? And it is our 
part to see that we govern His Chiirch 
BO that we shall be working in harmony 
with that wliich we see Ho is doing. It 
ia our |)art constantly to bear in miiul 
that it God draws men together in a new 
unity unkiioivn befoi e it ia because IJo 
has given us His Holy Word to give to 
the whole world, it is because he is 
uniting men into one family, that being 
joined tliey may be the more ready to 
accept His revelation and to worship 
Him wdth one voice. It ia for the sake 
of this unity that wo are assembled. If 
we are to promote it all over the earth 
we must begin with ourselves and foster 
and oberish that sense of sympathy 
which elevates all human work, what- 
ever it may be, to a higlier level in its 
own quality, and to a greater clliciency, 
and makes men fitter as God may 
please to give tiieni tlie guidance of the 
Holy Spirit to live in that guidance and 
to go forward with Hia work. It ia in 
this spirit that I commend to you, my 
brethren, the taak that we have under- 
taken in coming together on this occa- 
sion in the spirit ot devotion to the Lord, 
to the Lord of unity and of peace, to the 
Lord of .holiaesa and heavenly minded- j

us, each one of us, to the oflice which he 
holds, and wlio ia aiire to bless that work 
He MiraEelf haa called us to do. Fori 
doubt not, aa the time has gone on and 
the aame spirit is moving the whole of 
the Anglican communion thus to draw 
together, I doubt not that it ia Hia Spirit 
that Bummona ua, and I doubt not that 
it is His Spirit that will guide ua, if in- 
deed we are ready to be guided. My 
brothers, it is with moat earnest and 
hearty prayer that I beseech our Hea- 
venly Father to be vith ua in our work 
in the aasembty that we are to hold. 

The following addrees from the " Gen- 
oral Assembly of the Church of .Scot- 
land" wag read by the Aich bishop of 
Canterbury: 

Til the ArrJihisliopn and Hi.ihopn in Con- 
Jcrence at Lanibelh and Wesliiiiiister: 
jMost Rbvereno and RiaaT Reverend 
Brethre.v— We the ministers and elders 
f).' the Church of Scotland, now met in 
General Aeaembly, ofTer you our cordial 
greeting. 

Wfl have been Informed that you pro- 
pose to eelebralo the thirteenth hun- 
dredth anniver.sary of tlio lauding of .St. 
Augustine in the isle of Thanet, and we 
desire to associate ourselves witli you in 
a devout remembrance of the great and 
far-reacliicg con sequences of this moat 
interesting event. 

To ua it ia a aiguiftcant circumstance 
that the arrival of Augustine in Kent oc- 
curred very near the time when St. Col- 
uinba fell aaleep before the altar of the 
Church in lona. In the administration 
of His grace God is not limited ; and we 
cannot forget that, as illustrative of this, 
the Celtic niiseionaries whom the exam- 
ple and sjiirit ot Columba inspired ren- 
dered conspicuouH service in the Chria- 
tianiaing ot l']nglaiid. But we recognize 
also that you have apecial cause for com- 
memorating the work of Ausnatine in 
tlie conversion of theKingand Kingiiom 
of Kent, inasmuch as to thia work must 
be attributed the organization of t.ie 
Church which ultimately comprehended 
the entire realm of England. The dis- 
tinguished prelate who will preside over 
your deliberations is the successor in an 
uibroken line of the first Archbishop of 
Canterbury; and notwithstanding many 
dynastic and social chanKes the Anglican 
Cliiircl:, of which anrl of whose brandies 
you are the chief pastors, liaa continu 
ously ministered the Word and Sacra 
ments of Clirist to the English nation 
and to Fngliah-speaking jieojile through- 
out the Morld. \Ve are not called to re- 
view its history ; but we can thank (iod 
with you that, disengaged from th(! dom- 
ination of the Roman See, and reformed 
in doctrine and worship, it ia to-day an 
inheritor of all tliat is good and true in 
the centuries which have passed aince, 
under the direction of Gregory the 1' irst, 
its external constitution was sketched by 
.Augustine. 

You will meet shortly after the nation- 
al recognition of the long reign of our 
gracious Sovereign; and it gives ua sat- 
ibiaction to be told that some of your 
sessions will he held in the Church 
House, which memorialises this reign. 
We trust that the new Church House 
will bo for generationa to come a centre 
of over-widening influence and blesaiug. 

Wa are purauaded that, althongh in 
respect to church government and ritual 
there are ill H'erencus between the Iva- 
tional cluirches south and north of the 
Tweed, you recognize, as we do, that the 
unities of faith and love are both liigher 
and deeper than all such diU'erencea. 
We rejoice in every evidence of the pros- 
perity of the Kngliah church ; and we 
l)id you heartily God speed in your ef- 
forts to impart a sound religious instruc- 
tion to the young, to preserve inviolate 
the faith once delivered to the saints, to 
promote the well-bjing of the people, to 
impart the Goapel of Chriat to the hea- 
then ; in abort, to realize the ideals and 
ainia of the Ohurob of the Lord Jesda. 
Aa national churclies in union with the 
state, we are partners in the roaponai- 
hility of maintaining the great principle 
of national religion; and we hope that in 
any day of trial which may be in store 
for the churches we shall co-operate in 
reaolutely upholding this principle. 

The time in wliich we seek to fulfil 
our ministry is full of generous aspira- 
MoiiB, butit has also grave perils. All
